Wash.,  Oct  31.— Sev- 
eral hundred  Seattle  residents 
proved  better  detectors  of  an  earth- 
quake today  than  the  seismograph 
at  the  University  of  Washington. 

It  was  necessary  to  examine  the 
highly-sensitive  Instrument  under  a 
mieroecope  before  txaoes  were  dis- 
covered of  the  'quake  which  hun- 
dreds of  Beattleltes  reported  to 
new-spapers  and  police  they  felt 
plainly  at  1:0«  am.  The  shock, 
which  rattled  windows  and  dishes 
and  awakened  sleepers,  was  believed 
at  first  to  be  due  to  some  mysterl- 
otu  explosion  rather  than  a  'quake 
when  a  cursory  examination  of  the 
seismograph  tape,  whirh  cfton  re 
veals  slight  'quake.t  hundreds 
miles  away,  showed  no  marks.

When  con- 
fronted With  a  political  or  social  problem,  he  does 
not  stutter  and  sidestep  and  declare  that  the 
problem  must  be  submitted  tn  the  people  for 
their  Judgment.  He  makes  up  his  mind  that  a 
eertaln  definite  course  Is  rli^t.  Re  acts  upon  the 
1'  :  i  tlnp.s  of  hl.s  JudRment.  and  in  every  in- 
stance the  Legislature  and  the  people  have  e|i- 
dened  his  eourse.  Mr.  Ferguson's  belief  is  that 

a  leader  should  load,  not  follow,  public  opinion. 

Premier  Tolmie  of  British  Columbia  is  in  many 
ntpwU  entirely  different  in  type  and  tempera- 
ment fron  !  iier  Ferguson.  Tlie  personality 
and  power  ul  Uic  Premier  of  Ontario  Is  displayed 
in  one  way;  the  personality  and  power  of  the 
Premier  of  British  Qi)lumbla  In  an  entirely 
different  way;  but  the  influence  of  Dr.  Tolmie 
Is  more  subtle  and  is  quite  as  strong  as  the  In- 
fluence of  Mr.  Ferguson.  In  the  one  case  there 
to  great  drawing  power,  In  the  other  qrent  driving 
power.

British  Colulnbla 
has  been  given  good  and  efficient  Ooremmefit 
II])  to  t!ie  present  time,  and  will  be  given  even 
better  and  more  efficient  government  In  the 
future.

Canadian  dyers  turning 
oDt  a  product  that  Is  perhaps 
iperlor  In  quality.  In  life  of  leather 
anA  workmanship,  to  that  produced 
in  Europe,  which  not  so  long  ago 
had  the  field  to  Itself.  The  seal- 
dyed  muskrat,  in  fact,  has  been  so 
ifadl'i.  acceptx'd  for  It.s  worth  by 
the  public  that  It  is  Itself  In  tirni 
subject  to  Imitation,  the  Imitations 
being  made  mainly  from  European 
or  AiLstrallan  rabbit.  "Seal  coats ' 
are  not  in  reality  always  seal. 

The  Government  booklet  declares 
that  an  Increaae  in  the  numbers  of 
mtiskrats  Is  a  pressing  need  and 
Ciinad.i  Is  an  Ideal  land  for  miusk- 
at.  faiinliiR  In  the  last  rer'orded 
year.  ISi'Jei-l'V,  the  ca'-ch  was  less  by 
more  than  178.000  pelt^s  than  durini? 
the  preceding  year  and  more  thiin 
700,000  leas  than  for  1924-35.  In  Uie 
1926-27  leaMm  the  pelU  taken  in 
Canada  numbered  1.774.964,  of  an 
average  value  of  91.88,  the  highest 
average  value  recorded  In  the  Do- 
minion statistics.  At  the  fur  auc- 
tions the  treated  pelti  bring  ftom 
$1  to  $3  25  each. 

Muskrat  farming  Ls  already  fairly 
well  established,  there  being  172 
farms  In  operation  throughout  the 
Dominion.  The  largest  niuiber  fA 
muakrata  are  taken  In  Ofatarlo,  the 
1927  figure  'for  that  province  being 
1B9.967;  In  Quebec  the  number  wa.s 
128  713  The  muskrat  is  a  vegetar- 
iT  feeding  on  bulbous  and  other 
<  growths  of  its  natural  habi- 
tat. It  Is  also  fond  of  grain,  apples, 
corn,  turnips,  parsnips,  etc.  It  is 
an  animal  that  thrives  with  Utile 
encouragement  and  lends  Itself  well 
to  fur  farming.  The  Government's 
booklet  alms  to  draw  attention  to 
Its  great  value  ah  a  fur  resouri  e  and 
contains  all  necessary  InforiiiHtion 
connected  with  the  breeding  on 
farms.  The  muskrat  Industry  may 
be  expected  to  develop  greatly  In 
thto  oo^ntry.  The  demand  is  in- 
ereaslnt  fiister  than  the  natural 
supply  and  the  desire  to  to  alter  this 
condition  to  the  benefit  of  the 
farmer,  the  dealer  and  the  eua* 
tomer.
